,,=?^iTolwith8tanding;f t^^ depression in 
tihe^<x>al and lumber tirade, it is gi ati- 
Eying to be able to state that the re- 
sources of this country are gi-adually, 
but surely, being developed, aad attract- 
ing considerable attention in foreign 
markets. Taking into consideration 
thb*&ct that a oommeroial'^.oriffla^<>has 
within the. last twelve months aSect- 
ed business circles in Europe and 
England, as well as the Unit- 
ed States and Canada, it is a 
matter for congratulation that British 
Columbia has proved herself bo solf-sus- 
tairingiand ;hM ^ spcceMfuUy w 
the financial storm that has - wrecked 
large business corporations and pros- 
trated extensive enterprises in tlie 
Eastern states and pro\'inces. Eng- 
land, admitted on all sides to be in the 
vanguard of manufacturing countries, 
has gone through the fiery ordeal, and 
although several of her most important 
branches of commerce were severely 
scorched, she has now, let us hope, pass- 
ed the worst and will ore long experi- 
ence a general recuperation in hor in- 
dustrial centres. The fooling of unrest 
exhibited by cortiiiii classes on the 
continent of Europe has done much to 
disturb the commercial equilibrium of 
Grermany, and although from latest ad- 
vices it woxild seem the Government of 
that important country is firmly resolv- 
ed to adopt the most stringent repre.s.s- 
ive measureu, it is much to be feared 
that a lengthened period must necessa- 
rily elapse-before public confidence can 
be restored ' and ' business transactions 
resume the even tenor of their -way. 
The pernicious consequences that have 
attended Socialistic movements in Ger- 
many have, to a certain degi'ee, boon 
also experienced in the densely pojjula- 
ted msmufMturing districts of the Uni- 
ted States and indeed have spread in a 
difierent phase to golden California. 
No fear need, however, be entertained 
as to its ramifications reaching the 
shores of this province, for, with the 
solitary exception of the rapidly in- 
creasingtOhinese inuiugratiqn,'the peo- 
ple of ^BritiBh Columbia have no cause 
for complaint as to the future of their 
country — ^no reason to doubt its 
ultimate prosperity. On several 
former occasions wo have pointed 
but that during a period of depres; 
sion in every other part of the 
world this Province has more than held 
her own and the assertion cannot be 
successfully controverted, that in spite 
of many adverse cii'cumstances hor 
resources during the past two years 
have steadily approached development ; 
her industries have increased in num- 
ber and her population has been materi- 
ally augmented It requires but a very 
cursory glance to descry the fact that as 
a mineral and agricultural, as well as 
lumber and fish-producing coxmtry, this 
Province must shortly occupy a most 
prominent position, not only as a frac- 
tion of the Dominion, but as a portion 
of ;^e'iN'orthv£Americanicontm ' Our 
resbiucek are^''a^ attracting con- 
siderable attention amongst capitalists 
of the States and elsewhere, and it is 
only necessary to continue the march 
of progress so opportunely commenced 
to afford ample proof that there is no 
country on the face of the globe abound- 
ing in so much natural wealth as the 
Pacific Province of Canada. During 
the first . three months of the present 
year the circumstance is worthy of note 
that Vancouver Island .shipped 11,000 
tons more coal to San Francisco tlian 
the total importation to tliat market 
from any other source, and although 
the prices} obtained ^were not so re- 
munerative as those of former years it 
is satisfactory to observe that at the 
present moment our coal ranks second 
only in value to the best English fuel 
and is now evincing an upward ten- 
dency. The depression in the lumber 
' tra3e;ina;^f be:attributed .more or less to 
dvafstdck'ed'markets and dull, time.? in 
California and elsewhere. But these 
are matters wliich, in the counso of 
time, will work their own remedy and 
in the near future it may confidently 
be expected that our lumbering interest 
will assume as healthy a condition as 
ever. Indeed, the excellence of the com- 
modity-supplied prohibits the possibility 
of its being otherwise. Our fisliing in- 
terests we have recently shown are des- 
tined to gain a supremacy on the Pa- 
cific coast and the fame of our mineral 
developments has already spread far and 
wide. What then, we would ask, is 
there to deter this country from occupy- 
ing a prominent position- iir fthe ". com- 
merce of the world and proj^g that 
she is justly entitled to the " appellation 
of "glorious'!"

Editor Colonist.— -It has been cou- 

sidered a sign of the moral decay of a 
conimunity when those who presume 
to guide or modify public opinion 
through the press have recourse to 
tho abuse of opponents, in lieu of 
argument, besides plainly showing 
tlie meamiess of the cauge they ad- 
vocate. 

If to that cla.ss of correspondents be- 
lopgs "Taxpayer," who in a communi- 
cation in the StnndnrJ of the 13th 
dulges in abuse of everybody who dares 
to have a contrary opinion to his own, 
and particularly against myself. My 
questions are left unanswered,; my 
' doubts as to the object of the By-law 
are not touched upon. 

The City has an established revenue. 
Let tho Council base thoir expondi 
ture on that revenue and if any 
extras are needed, let thom frame an 
estimate first an.d submit the object and 
the way of defraying the cost for the 
the approval of the citizena Instead 
of that, they first run into debt, then 
ask for the means of paying it off. If 
this is granted them, it will establish a 
very bail precedent and a very danger 
ous one. If the voters do not put e

Where is tho income of 
this famous water works, which accord- 
ing to some of the CouncilloraTwaa suf 
ficient not only to pay interest and 
sinking fund, but Avas to 1* a source of 
revei^ue to the city ] 

In the face of a §20,000 debt the 
City Council launched out U{X)n a fur- 
ther expenditure of §10,000 against the 
protest of a nmjority of ratepayers, 
and it is in order to provide tor tjio 
means of securing this amount that 
they .wish citizens to authorize them to 
legalize tlie debt 

• I am a bad hand at solving conun- 
drums, consequently I do not knQ^v 
what is tho meaning of eight feet of 
land bought for taxes on Government 
street and fencing in the balance at the 
same rata All I know is that I never 
bought land for taxes anywhere, and "I 
do not own one inch of ground on Qovr 
ernment street. 

If insinuations are warranted, I may 
be justified in supposing that perhaps 
"Taxpayer" is one of those meinbors of 
the Council who helped to' run the City 
into debt, .and^ passed the City Hall 
resolution against the wish of the ma- 
jority of voters; or perhaps he is a lot 
owner on Douglas street and has con- 
tributed towards the §G00 raised to 
indemnify the contractor of tho City 
Hall against losses; or he may have 
rented some .lots, in the rear of the 
City Hall arid expects to get good 
rental from tlio Chinese shanties he is 
placing thereon. If my conjectures are 
correct he certainly ought to be sent to 
Ottawa to assist the Finance Minister 
in raising money to build the railway. 

Next Tuesday the voters of yictoria

Baukekville, Juno — Mr. Riotto 
has now full* charge of tlie Cariboo 
mine. He has baled out tiie shaft, 
made a thorough examination of tho 
mine, and taken an average '•sample 
from the cross ledge for working. It 
is pronounced a very fine body of ore. 
Ho has commonced oreotiiig a furnace 
for roasting and will commence crushing 
as soon as possible. The company, have 
purchased engines from the Point Com- 
pany for the purpose of sinking their 
shaft a greater depth and have full 
coirfitleince of success. Tlic B. C. Co.'b 
mill has arrived. Work on tho mill 
is progressing favorably. St. Lawrence 
workmen expect to strike tlie ledge in 
a few days. Perseverance Co. are run- 
ning a tunnel and will strike ledge in 
about~18 feet more. 

Cariboo Mining ITovs. 

Letters from Barkervillo, written the 

day on which tho mail started to come 
domi, mention the discovery of a new and 
very rich lode for which a number of per- 
sons had started to locate claims. 

The grading for tho B. C. Co. 's mill 
will require about two weeks to finish. 
The road from Carnarvon to the millaito 
was expensive work. Mr. Harper set 18 
.men to work upon it, and it vrns probably 
finished on Wednesday hmt. 

Tho tunnel in the St. Lawrence ground 
was nearing the ledge. Tho stringers of 
quartz looked well. The gi-aphito which 
-was noticed in the .outcrop of the ledge 
hadidirappeai^dfand the mining, engineer 
was'of opinion that the ore found will bo 
almost free milling. The rock in the 
American location is very hard, and pro- 
gress is necessarily slow. 

The Wilkinson ledge has been crosscut 
and the workingmen are now sinking on 
tho ledge. 

In the Enterprise claim stringers car- 
ryingjjfroo gold havo.been found, and are 
supposed to give promise of great rich- 
ness on the main lode.

■ Slwaslx Crook Slnrlaffs. 

Our Yale correspondent, writing yester- 
day, says: Some ten days since Messrs. 
Ross and Rodney proceeded to Siwash 
Creek, taJdng a number of Indiiuis to pack 
provisions, tools, etc. Having prospected 
for diggings, they found in tho loose gra- 
vel sulhcient quantitie8,6f gold to .'ensuro 
them good pay for the season. Enclosed 
please find the washing of one pan of dirt 
which weighs 14 cents, coarse gold. This 
prospect was taken from the co;u-so gravel, 
tho water being too high to admit of digg- 
ing deeper dowii. In previous iniuing on 
this creek the bedrock has 'never been 
found, owing to the very.,largo boulders 
encountered and the rude* nnplomonts 
formerly used. Mr. Ross returned yes- 
terday for the purpose of making pur- 
chases of necoBsarj' tools, &c. , and intonda 
to put up a crane capablo of removing tho 
largest stones, and to erect a flumo cap- 
able of carrying all tho water running in 
the creek, to allow of mining tho lowect 
levels. Tlie present prospect was obtain- 
ed at tho forks of the crook, four mile.s 
from Yalo over ono of tho roughest moun- 
tain trails imaginable. Gold has boon 
found only on the main creek and north 
fork and is found in small'jiuantitios at 
every point prospected, giving positive 
proolof paying diggings within four miles 
of tho steamboat landing.' These diggings 
are not suited to doliaito persons unac- 
quainted with mining, but require i)nic- 
tical men not afraid of hard w(n-k. Such 
can make good wages. — -N. If. Herald. 

Tho diggings on Si-vvash Creek wero dis- 
covered and worked as far back aa 1859. 
There is very little dirt in or ^ about tlie 
crook; tho fall being groat tho swift cur- 
rent carries tho dehrix into tho Frasor and 
washes tho bedrock bare. It was tho 
opinion, however, of many persons who 
visited tho spot in early days . that good 
quartz-bearing reefs will be found to 
abound there. 

Tannin. 

Tho manufacture of tannin is tho unde- 
veloped industry which wo propose to 
bring to notice in this articlo. There is 
an immediate .sale for tannin in London, 
and in almost all tho large European cities. 
The article as produced from lioro, if any 
one started manufacturing, would require 
to bo placed in tho hands of some commis- 
sion house, as no similar product, it is be- 
lieved, has up to this time been shipped 
to Europe, and therefore no actual quota- 
tion as to price caii bo given. The raw 
material cjin be obtained in the shape of 
hemlock bark at many points on this coast 
and along tho river banks; in some places 
in quantity enough to last a generation. 
Tho outlay for buildings and machinery is 
not hirgo, and tho process is simple. Tho 
bark Lb stripped from tlio trees in slabs 
and carried to the upper story of a build- 
ing erected for the purooso. Hero it is 
ground and allowed to fall into large tubs' 
or tanks, where it is infused with Tieated 
water for a suflicient time to dissolve tho 
tannic acid contained in tho bark. Tho 
infusion is then allowed to run from the 
tubs or tanks into a "concentnvtor." This 
concontrator is a tank about eightoon 
inches deep and oiglit or ten foot square, 
and made of wood. A steam coil lies in 
the bottom of tho tank, by which means 
tho infusion is mado to boil, and thereby 
evaporate tho greater part of tho water 
taken up in dissolving the Uuining proper- 
ties of tho bark. When tho infusion is 
suflUciontly concentnited, and this is found 
by instnimonts made for the purrosp, 
is allowed to cool' to "about F. 120" and 
then run into barrels. In this shape it is 
ready for export. The foregoing is nec- 
essarily a crude sketch of tho manufacture 
of tannin or tannic acid — but enough has 
been said to onablo a practical and ener- 
gotic man, having tho necessary means, 
to give remunerativo employment to oth- 
ers and open up a now and profitable field 
of industry for himself. 

A DouuLK Ei.KCTioN Rkturn'. — The 
High Sheriff of Northumberland has, as 
tho result of two countings of the votes 
given in tho election of a member to rop- 
roBont Northumberland, made a double 
return. It w.aa oflicially declared tliat the 
result of the voting wa-s — Gray (Libenil) 
2,914; Ridley (Conservative) 2,912. Tlie 
rejoicings of the victorious party were 
short-lived, as it soon became known that 
Mr. Ridley had lodged a protest on the 
ground that the naino Grey was written 
on two of the voting papers which tho 
High ShorifT had allowed as valid. A sec- 
ond counting was made, antl ultimately 
tho Higli Sheriff decided that tlie two votes 
in dispute were bad. The High' Shorifl", 
who is a Conservative, ofl'ered to give his 
election to Mr. Ridley, by his casting 
vote. Mr. Ridley declined, and the High 
Sheriff theroforo mado a double rotuni. 
Both Mr. Gray and Mr. Ridley liad an 
onthusiastic reception on arriving at New- 
castle from Hexham. There was a double 
return for Athlone at the general election 
in 1874. 

New Bank of England Rule. — Tho 
London Tin^s of June 8th, says: The 
Bank of England has resolved henceforth 
to discontinue the use of tho word "mini- 
mum" in announcing tho discount rate. 
The bank's announcements will tliercfore 
bo understood to mean about the medium 
value of good bills, - but the bank, is, free, 
like other banks, to dwrge above or'below 
tho announced rate, according to circum- 
stances. The ultimate result will bo that 
the open market rate, not the bank's, will 
become the standard for money contracts. 

Thk Do.minion Revenue. — The revenue 
of tho Dominion for tho nine months of 
tho fiscal year ending on tho Slst March, 
1878, was ?16, 505,988.40, and for tho 
corresponding period of lastypar $15,774,- 
158.40, showing an increase this year of 
8731,829.88. This is a very decided im- 
provement, and there is a great prospect 
that it will continue, and that we may count 
upon a handsome suqilus at the end of 
the year, especially as there have been no 
unusual payments in anticipation of a 
change in tho tariiOf. 

A Familiar Face Gone. — An old man 
named Ebenozor Stetsor, but familiarly 
known as "Cap," died on Tluu-sday last. 
He came here in 1858 and earned his liv- 
ing as best ho could. Ho acted as a hang- 
man on two occasions, and as small-pox 
nurso on others. So far as we can learn, 
ho was a native of Now Bedford, U.S., and 
had followed tho soa-faring business, sail- 
ing usually from Nantucket: ho was about 
78 years of age. Ho was an old friend 
and. companion of Charley Breed's. — 
Qiiardian. ^ •

Deadly Wkatons.— Tho alarming state 
of rowdyism into wliich Montro.al has fall- 
en, has dra\m forth a proclamation from 
the Governor-General, calling into force 
the Act of last session "for tho further 
prevention of crimes of violence." Under 
the powers of this statute, within tho pro- 
claimed district, it is now a criminal act 
f(jr any person — not specially privileged 
by license or by virtue of his oflice — to be 
found elaowliero than upon his own pro- 
mises with any deadly or dangerous wea- 
pon in liis possession.

The Larfi^est Uastsl Zronolal ^th 
Broa&siio Armomont in . 
the World. 



The flagship of Vice-Admiral Horn- 
by, commanding the Mediterranean 
fleet, now in the Sea of JIarniora, is Her 
Majesty's steamsliip Alexandra, the 
largest:; masted -irondad J vessel ;;.with 
broadside iirmalment that has yet been 
constructed, and tho best contrived for 
an efficient all-around tiring of her guna 
This fine ship is 325 feet long between 
perpendiculars, 63 feet 8 inches broad, 
and 18 feet 7| inches deep, with a 
burden of 6,050 tons, and 9,492 .tons 
displacement, her draught is 26 feet 
forward and 26 feet 6 inches aft. Her 
iron plato armor and its backing weigh 
not le.ss than 2,350 tons. Tho water 
line is protected by a bolt having a 
maximum thickness of twelve inches of 
iron, which is carried forward down over 
the bows and ram; the machinery and 
magazines are protected aft by an armor- 
ed bulkhead with platea five inches 
thick; tho batteries are protected by 
armor from 8 inches to 5 inches thick. 

Tho construction of the hull is such 
as to give the greatest po.s.sible strength, 
with a massive longitudinal bulkhead 
oxtendii^ to within forty feet of . the 
stem and stem, and with several trans- 
verse bulkheads, dividing the different 
sets of engines and boilers and of mag- 
zincs in so many compartments; besides 
which, the ship has a double bottom, 
with a space of four feet between the 
tv/o bottoma The engines, constructed 
by Messr.^ Humphreys and Tennant, of 
Doptford, are on the compound system, 
with an aggregate indicated power of 
eight thousand lior.se, for both sets of 
ngines together. They work a pair of 
twin screw propellers, wliioli are twenty- 
one feet in diameterV With these mak- 
ing sixty-seven revolutions a minute, 
tho speed attained was fifteen knots an 
hour at tho official trial; but the estimat- 
ed maximum speed of the ship, with 
her full armament and load on board, is 
fourteen knots an hour. She can also, 
under favorable conditions, attain twelve 
knots and a half under sail 

Her masts are hollow iron, serving as 
tubes for ventilatioiL The decks are 
lofty, sjiacious and airy, with a lioiglit 
of nine foot six inches on tho main deck, 
ton feet four inches on tho upper deck, 
and eleven feet six inches on the living 
or main deck, tho comfort being as 
great as in-an ordinary dwelling housa 
The battery of the Alexandra consists 
of two Woolwich rifled muzzle-loading 
guns of twenty-five tons each and ten 
of eighteen tons each. The two larger 
guns are placed in a central battery on 
tho upper deck, forward, so that thoy 
can be tramed to iire right ahead. while 
two of the other guns, placed all in the 
samo upper deck batteiy, can be trained 
to fire right astern. On each side four 
to six guns can bo fought at once. Tho 
sides of tho sliip, forward of the main 
deck battery, are sot back, above tho 
level of the aeok, so as to allow two 
guns on each side to be fired right ahead. 
The facility of commanding almost as 
great a range of fire as a turret ship 
possesses is the essential merit of tho 
Alexandra — Illmtrated Loiulon Neius.
